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Needles Rescue Youngster 


From A Life Of Dworfdom 


S A C R A M E N T O (APi - 
Twelve-year-old Scott Lau isn’t 
going to be a dwarf anymore. 
After only five months of hor­ 


mone treatment as part of a Uni­ 
versity of California research 
project, the 3-foot, 10-inch Sac­ 
ramento boy has nearly caught 


up with his eight-vear-old sister 
Stephanie 
and 
has 
outgrown 
three pair of shoes while adding 
three inches to his height. 


“ I don’t like the needles,” says 
Scott, “ but it’s worth it.” 
Scott has a defective pituitary 
gland, the gland which secretes 
growth hormones — the sub­ 
stances which trigger and con­ 
trol much of the body’s growth 
and development. 


FOUR FEET 
“ Without the growth hormone, 
he would have been about four 
feet tall at age 21,” says his 
mother, Mrs. Robert J. Lau. 
Scott was five years old before 
his family and doctors realized 
that he was a pituitary dwarf. 
And until he was accepted for 
the UC research project, t h a t 
seemed to be his fate. 
“ He used to eat — he'd try 
so hard to eat all the things 
that were good for him — but 
it just broke our heart because 
we 
knew 
whatever 
he 
tried 
wasn’t going to help,” says Mrs. 
Lau. 
Researchers at the UC Davis 
medical school, where Scott re­ 
ceives his hormone shots three 
times a week, say about 3 per 
cent of all children are abnorm­ 
ally small and about 15 per cent 
of those are pituitary dwarfs. 
It is a problem understood by 
doctors since the 1920s, but it 
was not until the 1950s that tech­ 
niques were developed for ex­ 
tracting the pituitary hormones 
which are making it possible 
for Scott to catch up i n his 
growing. 
Scott’s father is an Air Force 
major and was stationed in Oki­ 
nawa when Scott was accepted 
for the research project. T h e 
Air Force agreed to transfer 
him to Mather Air Force Base 
in the Sacramento suburb of 
Rancho Cordova where the fam­ 
ily now lives, about 25 miles 
from Davis. 


LIMITED SUPPLIES 
Supplies of the hormone are 
limited. 
Once extracted from 
monkey glands, it now comes 
from the pituitaries of dead per­ 
sons. Scott is expected to require 
the extract from between 70 and 
100 glands a year for the next 
several years. 
After eight months 0 f treat­ 
ment, Scott will be given a four- 
month respite from the injec­ 
tions. Otherwise his body would 
develop antibodies which would 
eventually counteract the effect 
of the hormones. 
Scott — who is surely one of 
the world’s former dwarfs — 
only has one worry now: he 
doesn’t want to grow too big. 
“ I don’t want them to say: 
‘You’re 
too 
big. 
You’re 
a 
horse.’ ”

An active and attractive girl, 
Miss Jameson attended St. Vin­ 
cent gram m ar and high school 
where she participated in many 
school activities. 


When she received her bache­ 
lor of arts degree in education 
from Sonoma State, she was 
named as the outstanding wom­ 
an graduate by the American 
.Association of University Wom­ 
en and won the Dean’s Award 
as the outstanding graduate. 
She continued her studies at 
Sonoma State in 1969 to receive 
her teaching credential. 
Miss Jameson moved to Mon­ 
terey in September and began 
her first year of teaching at the 
modern San Benancio School in 
a upper middle class residential 
neighborhood, east of Monterey. 


“She loved the ocean and 
wanted to teach in a small 
town,” Mrs. Jameson said, no­ 


ting the f a m i l y was well 
pleased with her teaching as­ 
signment. “ Susan had lived in 
Petaluma all her life and felt 
she should go away to teach.”

BERKELEY (AP) — A voice 
identified as that of Black Pan­ 
ther Eldridge Cleaver told a 
rally by telephone that reactions 
to student killings at Kent State 
University and Jackson State 
College are example of white 
racism.

Cleaver’s declarations came 
in a telephone call Wednesday 
and the BSU had his words 
broadcast live to 4 000 persons 
in the outdoor Greek Theater. 
The onetime Black Panther 
minister of information fled the 
country in November 1968 when 
his parole on an assault con­ 
viction was revoked.

BERKELEY (AP) — The sec­

“We are not at 1775,” he told 
a cheering audience of 3.500 at

campus, “and 1776 is around 
the corner.” 
“We are at significant point 
in history,” he told a Stanford 
University 
audience 
earlier 
Wednesday. “ If you are pre­ 
pared to go to the wall for 
what you believe in, history 
might change.” 
At both universities and at 
San Jose State College the night 
before, Kunstler warned stu­ 
dents to “ ignore the lunatic 
fringe” 
among demonstrators 
who would lead them into vio­ 
lence. 


“Broken 
w i n d o w s won’t 
change social history. They just 
lead to pigs and provocation." 
he said. 
But. he said, “ the government 
is afraid of you” and “students 
are Public Enemy No. 1“ in 
the United States today. 
Kunstler said students have 
basically three choices: 
“ 1. Give up, like the Ger­ 
mans, and face repression, pre­ 
ventive detention and denial of 
all rights. 
“2. Many believe we could 
have a revolution, but the time 
is not ripe. 
“3. 
Offer every 
resistance 
short of violent revolution, say­ 
ing to the government that “un­ 
less there is some unequivocal 
act of faith we go to the bar­ 
ricades. 
Comparing 
today with 
the 
American Revolution. Kunstler 
said that if Patrick Henry were 
alive now he “would have eight 
counts against him” under the 
interstate antiriot act which led 
to indictment of the Chicago 
Seven and later of the Weather­ 
men faction of the Students for 
a Democratic Society.

Bay Industries Battle For Eased 


Chimney Rules; Smog Board Firm

SAN FRANCISCO - Repre­ 
sentatives of Bay Area industry 
launched their long-awaited at­ 
tack yesterday on a tough new 
pollution standard, but antismog 
officials held firm. 
The target of industry criti­ 
cism at a session of the adviso­ 
ry council of the Bay Area Air 
Pollution Control District was a 
proposal to improve sharply the 
quality of discharges from in­ 
d u s t r i a l smokestacks in the 
six-county region. 


Pollution experts appearing 
in behalf of the Bay Area 
League of Industrial Associa­ 
tions assailed the proposal as 
unrealistic, too c o s t l y and 
unenforceable. 


W h i 1 e 
acknowledging 
the 
strictness of the standard and 
the probable difficulty in mea­ 
suring it. district officials and a 
representative of the state Air 
R e s o u r c e s Board vowed it 
would stand. 
The standard, which will re­ 
quire the opacity of industrial 
emissions to meet a visual mea­ 
surement known as Ringelmann 
1. was coupled with two other 
proposed 
new regulations — 
aimed at controlling the weight 
of stack emissions — that were 
handed down last fall by the Air 
Resources Board. 
The Bay Area district is to 
file a plan to meet the new state 
standards in July. 
“We have an obligation to 
meet these standards” said D. 
J. Callaghan, the district’s chief 
administrative o f f i c e r . “And 
there’s no way to get around 
it.” 


“I can’t help it if they’re 
strict,” Dr. Kenneth E. Noll, a 
specialist for

sources Board, said, “They’re 
based on health effects for hu­ 
man beings.”

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Measure A Would Provide 
Housing Needed In Marin 


The first local m e a s u r e on next 
T u e s d a y s ballot involves outlay of 
SI2.5 million and a whole new lease on 
life for the Marin County Housing Au­ 
thority. 
Measure A asks for approval for 
the housing authority to build 600 un­ 
its of housing for low-income families 
and the elderly. 
The $12.5 million would not be a 
bond on the taxpayers of Marin Coun­ 
ty. It would be federal money poured 
into the project. 


THE M A K I X COUNTY Housing 
Authority has traveled a rocky road 
since it was brought into existence to 
redevelop the wartime community of 
Marin City. That project has reached 
the end of its public housing phase, 
and recently the housing authority has 
been engaged in subsidizing clusters of 
housing for the elderly in several Mar­ 
in localities. 
These clusters are typical of what 
is planned under the proposed authori­ 
zation. 
The h o u s i n g authority does not 
plan any high-rise apartment b u i 1 d- 
ings. It does not plan any large concen­ 
tration of public housing. Its member* 
have come to recognize that public 
housing can best serve its purpose if 
diffused among other residences. 
Rental of the 600 units will be lim­ 
ited to those who come within the au- 
thoritv's index as to maximum income. 


A Real Anti-Pollution Candidate 


Ecology and pollution control are 
“in" this year. E v e r y candidate for 
public office is all for preserving the 
environment, all for curbing the pollu­ 
ters — at least, every candidate says 
so. 
There is one candidate, however, 
who has been f i g h t i n g automobile- 
caused pollution for 17 years. 
K e n n e t h Hahn, a Los Angeles 
County supervisor who seeks the De­ 
mocratic nomination for U.S. Senate, 
started needling the “big four" auto 
makers in 1952 to do something about 
reducing air-defiling exhaust gases. 
He carried on his campaign with­ 
out letup, in t h e f a c e o f frustrations 
that would have caused most men to 
give up in disgust.

in 1966 when a f e d e r a l grand jury 
took months of testimony that resulted 
in a criminal action against the auto 
makers. 


That was settled out of court with 
a consent decree last October. But as a 
result of Hahn's long battle, there is 
now a civil suit against the major auto 
m a k e r s by the State of California, 
charging them with conspiracy to de­ 
lay installation of effective smog con­ 
trols on cars. 


And the fact that new cars have 
a n t i -s m o g devices is due at least in 
part to the efforts of Kenneth Hahn, 
one candidate who has done something 
about pollution besides just talk about 
it.

THE M E A 8 U R E A referendum 
may be unnecessary to meet legal re­ 
quirements. There has been a lower 
court decision in f e d e r a 1 court that 
such housing may be built without a 
referendum. 
Obviously, however, in event that 
Marin voters turn down the proposal, 
the housing authority would be pre­ 
cluded as a matter of policy if not of 
l e g a l i t y from going ahead with the 
plan. 
Public housing has been far from 
an unqualified success in the United 
States. The recent e f f o r t s in Marin, 
however — both housing built for the 
elderly and leased housing — are prov­ 
ing successful, and it is along the lines 
of the elderly housing already built 
that the authority plans to proceed if 
Measure A passes. 
The need is there. The plan seems 
sound. We think Measure A deserves 
a “ves'’ vote.

-If You Believe In Logic 


If one believed firmly in a 
logical world, then reports of 
the . past week would reassure 
one that the California water 
plan,and the peripheral canal 
around the delta were dead as 
doornails. 
News items: 
1, An engineer and a zoolo­ 
gist say the peripheral canal 
would make San Francisco 
Bay a disaster area. 
2. Th U.S. Geological Sur- 
vey.says the bay could become 
a dead sea if the canal diverts 
fresh water from it. 
3., A Republican state Senate 
candidate announces his oppo­ 
sition to the peripheral canal 
because of its potential ecolog­ 
ical havoc. 
THERE ARE TWO sides to 
e v e r y story, but there is 
mounting testimony from ex­ 
perts that the grandiose Cali­ 
f o r n i a Water Plan, which 
would divert Sacramento and 
San Joaquin river’s water to 
southern California, is a short­ 
cut to disaster for northern 
California. 
By cutting down fresh water 
flow into the bay, it could 
make the bay a graveyard in­ 
stead of a bay rich in marine 
life, and the agriculturally-rich 
delta a wasteland. 
San Francisco supervisors 
thought enough of the danger 
this week to send messages to 
Sacramento asking the canal 
project be halted. 
A lot of Marin County gov­ 
erning bodies have taken posi­ 
tions a g a i n s t their constit­ 
uents. 
They might do well to make 
their feelings known about the 
water plan which could make 
Marin’s shoreline look like the 
Great Salt Lake. 


A COLLEGE student, argu­ 
ing for his right to drop out 
this term to work against the 


war in Asia, had a persuasive 
argument the other day. “If 
your h o u s e was on fire, 
wouldn’t you leave work to go 
put it out?” 
Yes. Anyone would. And stu­ 
dents can’t be blamed for 
trying to minimize the damage 
to their school careers as they 
withdraw. 
Societies are not changed — 
peacefully or otherwise — by 
people whose first concern is 
to make progress with penalty. 


INCIDENTALLY,

black students at College of 
Marin and elsewhere are sit­ 
ting out the current anti-war 
activity. 
Black speakers at 
College of Marin laid out the 
reasons — they consider rac­ 
ism, and the plight of the 
Black Panther Party, to be the 
prime issues, and the war is­ 
sue merely a convenient place 
for whites to divert their ener- j 
gies for protest. 
It’s difficult to argue the rac­ 
ism i s s u e . The deaths of 
black students at Orangeburg, 
S.C., and Jackson State Col­ 
lege, Miss., produced little stir 
in the nation — and the deaths 
of white students at Kent State 
University aroused the biggest 
protest since the Vietnam war 
began. 
It is still difficult, however, 
to equate the Black Panther 
dilemma with the war. 
Some 300 Black Panthers 
are in jail 
throughout the 
country, and it may well be 
that some are being railroad­ 
ed. But 300 is just about two 
weeks’ death toll — of Ameri­ 
cans alone — in Southeast 
Asia, and a big part of those 
300 are black GIs. Their live# 
with the tens of thousands who 
died before them, must out­ 
weigh 300 lives by numbers 
alone.

With Raids 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The city’s narcotics bureau has 


cut a possible mainline supply 


of drugs for Bay Area high 
schoolers with a pair of raids. 
Undercover agents engineered 
the LSD raids Wednesday and 
in the process impounded close 
to $80,800 worth of drugs — 38,- 


000 capsules of LSD and nearly 
30 kilos of marijuana. 


The raids, in the Richmond

Housewives Work 


Just As Hard Now 


Housewives today spend as 
much time in housework as did 
house w i v e s 50 years ago— 
despite advances in technology, 
a survey shows. 
The only change, say Drs. 
Florence Hall and Marguerite 
Schroeder of the University of 
Washington, is in the proportion 
of time consumed in different 
tasks. In Seattle, for instance, 
* housewives sp e n d less time 
shopping and on clothing care. 
But house care takes three 
more hours per week than it did 
in 1920, and in food preparation 
and dishwashing the increase is 
5.2 hours. The authors speculate 
j that “ children may be helping 
j less at these tasks than former- 
j ly, and perhaps household help 
is less available.

been 52 deaths from breast can­ 
cer, he said. Deaths from breast 
cancer among women offered 
the screening now total 31, he 
said, even though the program 
was 
hampered 
because one- 
third of the women who were of­ 
fered screening refused it. 
Screening included a clinical 
examination of the breast by a 
physician and mamography, a 
technique that uses low-voltage 
X rays to examine soft tissues 
in the breast. 
The women studied were aged 
40 to 64. the high frequency peri­ 
od for breast cancer, now the 


leading cause of death from 
cancer among women. Federal 
census figures show that among 
every 100.000 women, 20 to 25 
die from breast cancer a year. 
After an initial screening, the 
women studied received three 
additional examinations at an­ 
nual intervals. 


SHAPIRO SAID 127 breast 
cancer cases were detected as 
the result of the screening. The 
value of the combination tech­ 
nique was demonstrated, he said, 
by a determination that 42 of 
the cancers would have been 
; missed 
without 
mamography 
and 56 w'ould have been missed 
without the clinical examina­ 
tion. 
Of the 127 cancers detected. 70 
per cent had not spread, which 
greatly improved the women's 
chances for survival after sur­ 
gery.

F i r s t District supervisorial 
candidates Paul C. Zucker and

He said 
the planner’s office was current­ 
ly overstaffed by 40 per cent 
when compared to oftices of oth­ 
er counties of comparable size. 
Zucker, in rebuttal, charged 
Mclnnis with “ favoring develop­ 
ment interests” and saying that 
to follow Mclnnis’s planning 
philosophies wo u l d lead to 
“ wall-to-wall housing” in Marin 
County as in San Mateo and 
Santa Clara counties. 
Zucker said his department 
has "stood up to developers and 
no longer lets them call the 
shots” in Marin development. 
Both M c l n n i s and Zucker 
touched on a new issue, howev­ 
er, when the question of Hamil­ 
ton Air Fore e Base being used 
as a commercial field was 
raised. 


“ KEEPING ABREAST”
